New- York has such a statute.

purpose is to sa\e time, expense and 
trouble to creditors and depositors, for 
the state superintendent of banking is 
to ser\e without charging the fee us- 
ually paid to recehers in such cases. 
Receiverships eat into assets for court 
costs, and are attended with the usual 
court delays.
